Baptist Church, Providence, April 2Sd, I860, 
the subject of " Election Bribery " was referred 
to a Committee, of whioh the Rev. Christopher 
Rtodes, of Warwick, waa made chairman, who 
at the quarterly meeting, 
Central Baptist 


Churoh, Newport, July ?3d, submitted ths 
following report, viz:

Eighth. They violate tlio trust committed to 


freemen. The bsllot ia not a matter of properly, 
but an individual soloom trust—ar. inheritance 
given alike o tho poor and tho rich; and no 
freeman, without injury to tbo rights of another 
freeman, and to a country of freemen, can sell 
his vote. By so doing ho violates his sacred 
obli^atiou. 


Whatever, therefore, may be the ponoual or 


par'y gain, political bribery being so Injurious 
to tho public, morale and so destructive tc tbe 
p >lltioal institutions of tho nation, tho MEMBERS 
or ima CONFERENCE earnestly and kindly urgo 
men of all political parties, by their regard for 
the Matute Law which those bribes violate, 
ami by tboir 1-ivo for tbs government they en- 
danger, to discountenance au CTll so pernicious, 
and to employ every consistent influence to 
preserve tho sacredness and Integrity of the 
ballot box. 


And, in tho opinion of this Conference, free- 


men arc morally bound to attsnd tho primary 
as well a! the general meetings, and depoalto 
their ballots in accordance witn their judg. 
m«nt, elss they are auswerablo for the issnas of 
election.. A Juror is no moro bound to dis- 
charge his duty intelligently and independently 
:o his country and his 3od, than a freoman is 
.0 fulfil his trust to hiowelfand tbo community, 
and in no other manner can our present "overn- 
ment be preserved.'1 


The foregoing paper, after due oiaminalion 


,tan adjourned meeting, held in the first 
BaptUt Churoh, Providence, July 30th was 
unanimously adopted, and tho secretary was ro- 
luestod to furnish a oopy, and to eipresa the 
desire of the Conference that it may bo pub- 
lishnd by tho prea without distinction of politi- 
cal parties.
